The Tricks of the Commissioners in 
Dodging the Law Exposed. 


Some Facts and Figures Which the 
Metropolitan Police Should 
Try to Face. 4

We direct special attention to the following, 


from our correspondent “ Randal,” who gives the 
Police Commissioners a plain talk, which cannot 


be misunderstood: 


Mempuis, TENN., April 11, 1868. 
Messrs. Richards, Burdett and Beaumont: 

Gentrs:—In my two communications, dated 
March 17th and 22d, you have been respectfally 
asked to make the report “‘ required by law” of 
your receipts and disbursements, and as yet you 
have not responded, notwithstanding the courts of 
tbe country have since decided by their verdict in 
the mandamus case’ that itis your duty to do so. 
You have been called on by anonymous corres 
pondents, by the Board of Aidermen, officially, by 
the press, by the people, and commanded by the 
Courts of the country, to make your reports in ac- 
cordance with a law which you say has long since 
been decided to be Constitutional, and yet you per- 
sistently, obstinately, wilfully and strangely re- 
{use to de so, Your inconsistency is manifest in 
the two following reports: One to “ His Excel- 
lency ¥ and one to the Board of Aldermen, 

In your report for the year ending June 30th, , 
1867, you may make use ef the following 
language: 10 remove all doubts as to 
the constitutionality of the law under which 
we are aeting we have submitted an agreed case 
to the courts, N a decision just rendered in 
the Law Court of Memphis the conastitutionali' y 
of the law has been sustained. Thus the contest 
has terminated here as elsewhere, and the system 
may now be considered as firmly established in 
Memphis.” 

Ina communication of S. B. Beaumont, of date 
August 20, 1867, nearly two months after the close 
of your annual report, and in a reply to a de- 
mand of H. J. Lynn, Acting Mayor, for the state- 
ment of your receipts and disbursements re- 
quired by law, we find ‘the following language: 
“The question of the Metropolitan acts and 


amendments to the same having been submitted 


to the Supreme Court, and the amendment to the 
city charter, to section 20, of which you have 
called my attention, having been treated by the 
City Attorney as a part of the case, the Board of 
Metropolitan Police Commissioners claim the 
right to withhold such action as you claim to be 
their duty pending the decision of the court. 
Should the law besustained, the Board of Metro- 

litan Police Commissioners will not allow 
themselves to be outdone by the Hon. Board o 
Mayor and Aldermen, in complying with its re- 
quirements.”’ 

Thus in one breath you say the question has 
been decided, and in another you say it has not; 
and while claiming to be ready to comply witb 
the provisions of the law when it is settl what 
the law is, a mandamus of the Court does not 
force you to do your duty after that decision has 
been rendered. And pray what is all your resist- 
ance for—why all your enormous expenditure of 
money upon attorneys? Do the Board want to 
turn you out of place? Does the press wish to be- 
head you? Do the people wish to rend you in 
pieces, or do anonymous correspondents threaten 
to assassinate? Nothing of the kind. You have 
only been asked simply to make a detailed state- 


ment of your receipts and disbursements to the 


Board of Aldermen and the people, and yet when 
this is done, it appears that you have seen a 
„ghost in “broad daylight,” and you there- 
upon hurriedly and madly empty your treasury 
into the pockets of some attorney to act as your 
„ guardian angel,” and prevent you from making 
an answer. 
In your “annual . * to “his Excellency,” 
ou say, in ne financial matters: Tbe 
islature, unwilling that the expense (of the po- 
lice] should any longer be borne by the State, re- 
pealed that section of the law, but rovided that 
the city tax on privileges should constitute a 
special police fund. The remedy proves effectual, 
and relieved us from all farther financial embar- 
rassments,” How ously you refer to the op. 
ropriation of the privilege office for your benef t! 
But vou do not mention to “his Excellency” a 
clause of the same act which required and com- 
manded you to report monthly to the Board of 
Aldermen! Oh! no. The money wasquite accept- 
able and afforded great relief from embarrassment! 
but the report part wasn’t quite so acceptable, and 
in fact didn’t happen to be constitutional, 

For the present I will dismiss this subject, —- 
ing that before I have occasion to refer to it again 
you will have made public a satisfactory, detailed 
report of your receipts and disbursements, Your 
little personal private explanations will not an- 
swer, The people want something else. It ie 
their privilege to demand, and it is your duty to
